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Wire Worms 

In view of the increasing 
damage to the wheat crops by 
the wire worn, investigations 
are under way by entomolog- 
ists tu find methods of control 
fos thid pest, which bas not un. 
til reeently caused much dam- 
age on the prairies of Western 
Canada. 

The destructive 
orange-colored worm is simply 
the larval or worm stage of a 
black “chick beetle,” teebnically 
known os “ludius aeripennis,” 
which 1s the adult stage of the 
vorthern prairie wire worm It 
may be easily distinguixhed 
trom other wire worms by its 
flattened appearance and by 
the curved claws at the end of 
the body which termiutes in a 
sharp point. 

The destiuctive type is never 
found in newly broken land 
but is often abundant in land 
that has beeu cultivated for 
twelve or more years. It re- 
quires three or more years to 
attain full maturity and the 
worms already doing damage 
cannot be destroyed gby cul- 
tural metbods. However, fu- 
ture infestations may be 4 reat- 
ly reduced by avoiding deep 
cultivation previous to late 
July. 

Summerfallow fields known 
to be infected should be culti- 
vated frequently during the 
early summer, which will ex- 
pose many worms at all stages 
of development tu destruction 
hy birds. ‘The moisture is thus 
retained nod the weeds con- 
trolled, aud the plowing, -ix 
inches deep late in July, which 
is recommended, will be exnsily 
done. Lats plowing of tallow 
which has not been previously 
cultivated has-resulted it rather

Doctor Dies After Suffering Thirty 
Years From X-ray Burns 

After nearly thirty years of acute 
suffering due to his sclentific exper!- 
ments, Dr. John Francis Hall-Ea- 
wards, one of the first -to follow in the 
path of Roentgen, discoverer of X- 
rays,, died in London, aged 68. 

He began experiments with X-rays 
immediately after the announcement 
| of their discovery in 1896 and soon 
| contracted dermatitis, caused by X- 
ray burns, which became so serious 
| after six years that it necessitated 
amputation of his left arm and the 
greater part of his right hand. This 
did not prevent him from experiment- 
ing further. In 1908 he received a 
government pension In recognition of 
his great services to Great Britain by 
the application of X-rays to medicine 
and surgery. 

Despite his crippled state, he asked 
}and received a commission at the out- 
| break of the World War and did 
splendid service in hospitals. At the 
| close of the war he continued work as 
la radiologist and edited the archives 
|of the Roentgen Ray Soclety. He 
was a member of British and Amert- 
chn sclentific societies. In 1922 he 
received the Carnegie hero medal with 
an annuity of $500. Besides his reg- 
ular scientific work he taught himself 
| painting during the lust years ofits 
life. i“

dairy products are willing to pay prac- 
ically double for the Jersey article 
what they are willing to pay for 
any other sort of milk.

The Most Economical and Profitable 
For a Good Hay Mixture 

It being evident that alfalfa 
western rye grass provide a good hay 
mixture ,as the superintendent of the 
Indian Head, Sask., Dominion exper!- 
mental farm (W, H. Gibson) says In 
his Jast report, the question naturally 
arises what is the most economical 
and profitable of these to sow. A 
table giving the results from thirteen 
rates presented in the report indicates 
that a rate of six pounds of alfalfa 
and eight pounds of rye grass per 
acre (or éven four and eight) is satis- 
factory. 

A table is also given in the report 
of the results of substituting western 
rye grass with brome grass in a mIx- 
ture with alfalfa.

Desirable Place To Live In 
By Beautifying Its Surroundings 


It {3 just as important to make 
home grounds beautiful and attrac- 
tive as it is to comb one’s hair and to 
wear clothes which are becoming. 
Abraham Lincoln said: “TI like to sce 
a man proud of the place in which he 
lives. J like to see a man live in it 
so that his place {fs proud of him). 
This implies that both the place gut 
the persons who occupy it should be 
well kept and orderly. Flowera, 
shrubs and trees planted about the 
home and driveways give’the farm- 
stead a dress which makes it inviting 
and a better place to live. A person 


The result}must do theSe things if he is to be 
is that a great many “shrewd” people | proud of the place in which he lives 


Seldom can a farmstead be found 
in the timber sections that is wholly 
without trees, and flowers are very 
common, There is opportunity to 
plant more shrubs which give a finish 
to the home grounds which is seldom 
obtained by flowers and trees alone, 
The cost of this improvement is small. 
It takes a little time to plant and care 
for the «shrubs and some planning to 
arrange them attractively. Most any 
nursery can give instructions on how 


to make simple plantings, which is 
all that is required on most farma 
Elaborate landscape gardening calls 
for great skill, but setting a few 


clumps of shrubbery about the house, 
along the driveways, and in places to 
hide objectionable views neods only 
a little careful thought.

Fattening Young Ducks 


Should Be Placed In Feeding Pens’ To 
Prepare For Market 

Young ducks when properly treated 
and fed should be ready for market 
when from eight to ten weeks olh 
After being allowed the, freedom of a 
considerable range up to six or seven 
weeks of age, ii is recommended by 
the Dominion poultry iusbandman 
that those intended to be marketed 
should be placed in feeding pens 
without range or water to swim in and 
fed three times a day.- ‘The ducklings 
will by this time have developed vig- 
orous digestions able to take care of 


| the large quantities of food (hat theie 


appetites crave. Not belng able to 
run or swim off the flesh they make, 
the gains will be rapid from day to 
day and the flesh put on will be tend 
er and of excellent Navor. ‘The food 
recommended in the bulletin “Poultry 
Feeds and Weeding,” distributed by 
the Publications Branch of the De- 
pariment of Agriculture at Ottawa, 
may consist one part bran, two 
parts shorts, three parts ground corn, 


of 


ten per cent, beef scrap, and about 
five per cent. of sand These in- 
gredients should be mixed together 


along with bulky green food such as 
chopped up clover leaves, lettuce or 


vegetable tops. This mixture is 
moistened to «a crumbly state witf 
milk, and an abundance of drinking 


water fs kept before the flock at feed- 
ing time. Three or four weeks of 
this feeding should make the birds @ 
desirable market product that sells for 
a good prico. If kept much beyond 
this age the birds commence to throw 
out another crop of feathers, which 
not only requires considerable food 
for their growth, but givea the car- 
cass when plucked a less attractlve 
appearance

| these fish go to sleep. 


| An ordinary goldfish which jump- 
a conservatory floor dried up like a 
bloater, yet came to life when restor- 
ed to the aquarium, It was freezing 
hard at the time and this fact saved 
its life; in warm weather it would 
have gasped out its life in a few 
minutes instead of becoming coma- 
lose, 

In Siberia, where 
freeze solid, fish are «actually quar- 
ried out for market. They are sold 
in their crystal casings, and come to 
life in the kitchen only to die in the 
frying pan.

Vancouver.—According to statis- 
tics prepared by the Vancouver 
Merchants’ Exchange, the foreign 
trade export of the port has in- 
creased 400 per cent. in the past 
five years, while the import trade 
has increased 51, per cent. 


In a recent report from the Cana- 
dian Pacific Agent at Shanghai re- 
ceived at Montreal it is stated that 
the summer in vicinity of Shanghai 

as been trying on account of 
drought. This may have a disast- 
rous effect on the crops. The long 
and intense heat wave was only re- | 
cently broken by a typhoon which 
struck the Coast near Shanghai. 


A plan is projected by the Osaka 
Prefectural Government authorities 
in Japan for thé promotion of a 
large exposition in commemoration 
of the tenth anniversary of the res- 
toration of world peace. It is ex- 
pected that the exposition will be 
opened in Osaka in 1929. The plans 
for the exposition, which will be 


carried out at tremendous cost, have 
been approved by the Prime Min- 


ister. 


So successful on Canadian farms 
have been young bachelors, who, 
prior to residence in this country 
were students in agriculture at the 
Hodleigh Salvation Army Schools 
in Essex, England, that the Army 
will shortly receive into those insti- 
tutions their first classes of married 
men destined for farm lands in the 
Dominion. The course will be given | 
during six months, and will mean a 
thorough training in branches of 
agriculture, particularly adapted to 
conditions in Canada. 


Prospects for the establishment of | 
an air route in Japan for mail and 
passenger service have brightened 
with the announcement that the 
Ministry of Communications have 
included an appropriation in the 
budget of the Communications De- 
partment for such a service. It is 
anticipated that there will be’ 
enough passengers willing to pay 
double the railroad fare for the sake 
of speed between Osaka and Tokyo, 
the leading cities of Japan. 


The Hebridean emigrants who 
are leaving their lone sheilings and 
misty islands for a new life in 
Canada have, curiously enough, 
hitherto been ignored by the novel- 
ist, although the romance of this 
migration, extending over aehundred 
years provides a wonderful field for 
fiction. The extent of this field 
has now been realized, however, in 
the new novel “Eyes of a Gypsy,” 
by the Canadian writer John 
Murray Gibbon, who is the well- 
known author of “Drums Afar”, 
etc., and Dean of Publicity of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway.
